William  T.  Sanger  of  Rockingham  County  and  Sylvia  Burns 
of  Bath  County,  Virginia,  met  as  students  at  Bridgewater  Col- 
lege and  were  married  in  1913.  They  have  one  son,  Julian,  a 
lawyer  practicing  in  Richmond. 

Able  and  aggressive  president  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  for  thirty-one  years  and  now  its  first  chancellor,  Dr. 
Sanger  has  at  one  time  or  another  known  both  praise  and  crit- 
icism, but  by  unremitting  labor  has  earned  the  affection  and 
complete  confidence  of  all  who  love  the  College.  His  ability 
and  integrity  have  won  for  him  and  his  college  a  nationwide 
position  of  high  regard.  His  accomplishments  need  not  be 
retold  here  for  he  is  the  personal  acquaintance  and  friend  of 
most  alumni  of  the  college.  Not  so  well  known  to  the  alumni 
is  the  gentle  and  unobtrusive,  yet  accomplished  Sylvia  to  whom 
we  owe  far  more  than  we  can  reckon.  She  is  perhaps  best  known 
for  her  organization  of  the  Women's  Club  of  M.C.V.  which 
welcomes  the  wives  of  new  faculty  members  and  does  much  to 
promote  their  incorporation  into  the  college  family.  Those 
who  know  her  well  are  equally  impressed  by  her  ability  to  remain 
quietly  in  the  background,  and  her  willingness  to  lend  encour- 
agement and  wise  counsel  when  it  is  needed. 

Thinking  of  the  problems  faced  by  college  presidents'  wives, 
Mrs.  Sanger  shyly  confided  that  she  had  been  much  influenced 
by  Mrs.  Albin  Bro,  wife  of  the  president  of  Frances  Shimer 
College  in  Illinois.  After  a  moment's  search  she  produced  a 
faded  newspaper  clipping  from  one  of  her  table  drawers  en- 
titled, "Janitors  Without  Portfolio"  which  term  Mrs.  Bro  ap- 
plied to  the  wives  of  college  presidents,  adding  that  they  are 
expected  to  have  constitutions  of  steel  and  be  able  to  function 
on  practically  no  fuel.  "The  college  president's  wife,"  she  said, 
"must  keep  her  house  open  for  the  sake  of  public  relations,  and 
keep  her  mouth  shut  for  the  same  reason.  In  her  dress  she  must 
show  'chaste  taste  and  no  waste.'  " 

"As  for  joining  clubs,"  Mrs.  Bro  said,  "the  college  president's 
wife  definitely  must  join  them — the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  if  she  can,  to  prove  she  has  ancestors,  and  some- 
thing fairly  liberal,  like  the  League  of  Women  Voters,  to  prove 
that  ancestors  don't  matter,  the  American  Association  of  Univer- 
sity Women  to  show  that  the  president  didn't  marry  a  'nitwit,' 
and  a  bridge  club  to  show  that  he  did." 

In  spite  of  all  the  things  expected  of  women  in  her  position, 
Mrs.  Sanger  agrees  with  Mrs.  Bro,  "that  she  wouldn't  change 
places  with  anyone,  because  of  the  opportunities  the  president's 
wife  has  for  aiding  college  students  who  need  someone  in  an 
unofficial  position  with  whom  they  can  talk  over  their  problems." 
William  Shakespeare  seems  to  have  had  someone  much  like 
"our  Sylvia"  in  mind  when  in  the  Two  Gentlemen  of  Verona, 
he  penned  the  lines, 

Who  is  Sylvia? 

"Who  is  Sylvia?  What  is  she? 
That  all  our  swains  commend  her? 
Holy,  fair,  and  wise  is  she; 
That  Heaven  such  grace  did  lend  her 
That  she  might  admired  be. 

"Then  to  Sylvia  let  us  sing, 
That  Sylvia  is  excelling; 
She  exceeds  each  mortal  thing 
I'pon  the  dull  earth  dwelling: 
To  her  let  us  garlands  bring."

When  I  was  asked  to  appraise  the  ac- 
complishments of  our  retiring  President, 
a  feeling  of  inadequacy  almost  prevented 
my  acceptance  of  this  signal  honor.  My 
introduction  to  Dr.  Sanger  twenty  years 
ago  was  through  a  mutual  friend,  Dr. 
Compton  Broders,  and  was  engineered  by 
mail  and  telephone;  but  when  I  met  him 
in  person,  and  was  taken  into  his  home, 
I  gained  another  friendship  that  I  shall 
always  cherish. 

At  that  time  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  was  just  another  struggling  school 
with  a  mediocre  physical  plant  located  in 
a  blighted  section  of  Richmond  and  with- 
out adequate  financial  resources.  The  chief 
asset  of  the  institution  was  the  President, 
a  well  trained  educator  in  the  prime  of 
life.  And  now  history  has  been  made; 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  is  a  top 
ranking  educational  institution  with  ex- 
cellent financial  and  physical  resources. 
Our  neighborhood  has  undergone  a  suc- 
cessful face  lifting  operation. 

If  the  question  were  asked,  "Who  has 
been  responsible  for  this  unbelievable 
transformation?"  there  would  be  only  one 
answer — Dr.  Sanger.  The  rest  of  us  have 
watched  with  wonder  the  accomplishments 
of  this  great  man  and  all  of  us  rejoice 
that  we  shall  continue  to  have  the  benefit

An  Appraisal  of  His  Work

of  his  wisdom  in  his  new  assignment  as 
Chancellor. 

And  what  are  the  characteristics  of  this 
man  who  has  guided  our  school  to  such 
an  enviable  position? 

First  of  all  he  is  a  man  of  vision.  Is 
it  any  wonder  that  folks  from  other  lands 
have  difficulty  in  understanding  our  lan- 
guage when  I  refer  to  Dr.  Sanger  as  a 
man  of  vision,  when  his  chief  physical 
handicap  has  been  impaired  eyesight  ?  But 
you,  his  friends  and  associates,  know  that 
he  set  his  sights  on  the  stars  many  years 
ago  and  has  never  wavered.  One  by  one 
we  have  seen  the  fruition  of  what  we 
might  call  dreams,  but  to  him  they  were 
visions — detailed  plans  for  a  great  insti- 
tution. And  when  we  were  able  to  see,  he 
was  no  longer  interested  in  the  accom- 
plished project,  but  was  looking  ten  years 
in  the  future. 

His  next  outstanding  quality  is  indus- 
try. When  he  walks  he  does  not  take  short, 
snappy  steps,  but  in  accordance  with  his 
life  his  strides  are  long  and  there  is  an 
an  air  of  determination  in  his  gait  that 
indicates  arrival  at  a  goal  no  matter  how 
long  or  how  difficult  the  journey.  Con- 
viction of  the  worthwhileness  of  his  job, 
devotion  to  duty  and  the  tenacity  of  the 
proverbial  bulldog,  combined  with  inde- 


fatigable energy,  have  given  this  man  an 
unconquerable  spirit  that  has  never  ex- 
perienced defeat.  His  ability  of  concentra- 
tion is  illustrated  by  the  following  episode 
that  occurred  a  few  years  ago.  At  the 
beginning  of  a  dinner  party  at  his  home 
just  before  giving  thanks  to  his  Heaven- 
ly Father  for  the  provisions  of  his  mercy, 
he  was  called  to  the  telephone.  When  he 
returned  to  the  table  and  all  heads  were 
bowed,  the  guests  were  astounded  to  hear 
him  say — Hello! !! 

Absolute  integrity  is  the  rule  of  his 
life  and  plain  common  honesty  just  comes 
natural  with  him;  no  cut  corners,  no 
"deals,"  no  shortchanging  anywhere 
along  the  line.  His  sincerity  is  absolute. 
You  know  where  you  stand  with  him  at 
all  times  and  this  virtue  has  created  a 
loyalty  to  and  from  friends,  and  respect 
to  and  from  all  men  in  all  stations  of 
life.  Along  with  his  sincerity  is  a  kind- 
liness that  never  permits  the  creation  of 
mirth  at  the  expense  of  the  feelings  of 
others.  He  has  a  fine  sense  of  humor,  but 
not  humor  that  offends.  His  ends  are  at- 
tained by  persuasion  and  not  by  argument, 
and  he  is  always  glad  to  go  the  "second 
mile." 

And  finally,  his  most  attractive  virtue 
is  humility.  Flattery  is  not  his  blind  side. 
I  have  been  present  at  meetings  and  dedi- 
cations of  new  buildings  when  speakers 
have  praised  his  virtues  in  such  terms  that 
ordinary  humans  would  be  convinced  of 
their  great  importance,  but  not  Dr.  San- 
ger. To  paraphrase  the  old  proverb,  Hu- 
mility goeth  before  greatness. 

And  so  Dr.  Sanger  we  salute  you — a 
man  of  vision,  industry,  integrity,  sincer- 
ity, and  humility.  We  are  grateful  to  you 
for  your  years  of  service  to  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  and  we  look  forward  with 
pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  your  con- 
tinued association  with  us.

At  first  it  seemed  unnecessary  to  record 
the  tremendous  physical  expansion  of  the 
College  during  the  years  that  Doctor  San- 
ger has  been  president  because  the  monu- 
ments of  this  great  man  are  all  around 
us  to  mark  the  milestones  of  his  accom- 
plishments. But  then  it  occurred  to  me 
that  unless  one  was  familiar  with  the  in- 
finite planning  and  patience  that  goes  into 
each  building  one  might  easily  miss  the 
significance  of  his  accomplishments. 

When  I  came  to  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  in  1940,  with  a  background 
in  engineering  and  construction  work,  I 
thought  that  as  soon  as  the  MCV  Hospi- 
tal was  completed  there  would  be  no  more 
building  for  many  years  to  come.  Never 
was  I  more  mistaken!  In  the  over  sixteen 
years  I  have  been  here  there  has  never 
been  a  time  when  there  was  no  planning 
or  construction  of  a  major  facility. 

It  is  hard  to  realize  just  what  has  to 
be  done  before  a  building  rises  on  our 
campus.  First,  there  has  to  be  imagina- 
tion and  courage,  a  belief  in  the  institu- 
tion itself  and  in  the  purposes  it  serves. 
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Nothing  brings  a  gleam  to  Doctor  Sanger's 
eyes  like  the  thrill  that  comes  from  plan- 
ning a  new  building  or  projecting  MCV 
into  the  future.  Once  he  is  convinced  of 
the  necessity  for  the  facility  then  he  has 
to  convince  others.  Always  he  has  asked 
the  advice  of  his  administrative  staff  and 
has  leaned  heavily  on  their  suggestions. 
Once  this  has  been  done,  then  his  next 
step  is  to  present  the  proposed  facility  to 
our  Board  of  Visitors  for  approval.  The 
Board  has  to  be  assured  that  the  facility 
is  a  sound  proposition,  urgently  needed, 
and  within  the  realm  of  possible  financ- 
ing. Obtaining  land  on  which  to  build 
has  always  been  a  perplexing  problem  but 
never  one  to  stop  Doctor  Sanger.  By  some 
means  he  has  always  been  able  to  scrape 
up  money  to  buy  the  necessary  sites,  usual- 
ly planning  far  into  the  future.  Since  our 
campus  is  in  the  downtown  area  at  times 
the  purchase  of  land  has  been  a  tre- 
mendous problem.  Once  the  site  has  been 
purchased  then  there  are  the  negotiations 
with  State  or  Federal  authorities  and  end- 
less meetings  with  architects.  It  takes  years 
sometimes  to  make  his  dreams  become 
realities,  but  never  have  I  seen  him  falter 
or  lose  enthusiasm.  Although  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  Hospital  was  ridiculed 
at  the  time  of  its  opening  and  dubbed 
"Sanger's  Folly"  because  of  its  size,  it  was 
filled  to  capacity  shortly  after  opening. 

Doctor  Sanger  has  often  said  that  in 
looking  back  over  his  experiences  here  if 
he  made  any  mistake  it  was  in  building 
facilities  not  large  enough  rather  than 
overbuilding.  It  is  indeed  a  rich  and  rare 
experience  to  stand  on  the  balcony  outside 


of  Doctor  Sanger's  window  and  have  him 
outline  for  you  his  plans  for  expansion  at 
MCV.  Those  of  us  on  the  administrative 
staff  call  the  area  north  of  the  Wood 
Memorial  Building  our  "North  Campus" 
and  have  jokingly  told  Doctor  Sanger 
that  were  it  not  for  the  Atlantic  ocean 
he  probably  would  have  ideas  to  the  east 
of  us.  Mr.  George  Bakeman,  our  associate 
dean  of  medicine,  lives  at  Hanover  about 
eighteen  miles  to  the  north  and  he  has 
often  wondered  whether  the  expansion  of 
the  "North  Campus"  might  not  some  day 
swallow  him  up ! 

To  bring  you  a  closer  view  of  the  really 
tremendous  achievments  Doctor  Sanger 
has  made  at  MCV  in  expanding  its  facili- 
ties, I  should  like  to  record  some  of  the 
major  projects  he  conceived,  planned,  and 
built: 

Cabaniss  Hall— 1928 
Saint  Philip  Hall— 1931 
Tompkins-McCaw  Library — 1932 
Heating  Plant  and  Laundry — 1937 
Hunton  Hall — 1938 
Morgue  and  Autopsy  Facility — 1939 
A.  D.Williams  Memorial  Clinic— 1938 
MCV  Hospital — 1940 
Buildings  and  Grounds  Quarters — 1950 
Randolph-Minor  Hall— 1952 
Wood  Memorial  Building — 1953 
McGuire  Hall  Annex— 1955 
Ennion    G.    Williams    Hospital — joint 
project  with  the  State  Health  Depart- 
ment now  almost  completed. 

In  1939,  Mr.  Bernard  M.  Baruch  contrib- 
uted $100,000  to  completely  remodel  and 
restore  the  historic  Egyptian  Building.  A 
fourth  story  was  added  to  McGuire  Hall 
in  1940,  and  many  other  buildings  have 
been  purchased  and  remodeled  for  col- 
lege use.  Plans  are  now  under  way  for  a 
new  dormitory  and  apartment  project  to 
be  completed  in  1957. 

Miss  Thelma  Hoke,  editor  of  our  col- 
lege publication,  The  Medicovan,  so  aptly 
quoted  in  the  June  issue — "An  inscrip- 
tion in  Saint.  Paul's  Cathedral  in  London 
to  Sir  Christopher  Wren,  its  architect, 
reads:  'If  you  would  see  his  monument — 
look  around  you' — this  quotation  can  easi- 
ly refer  to  Doctor  Sanger."  So  these  build- 
ings are  a  lasting  tribute  to  Doctor  Sanger's 
genius  and  devotion  to  MCV  and  to  those 
we  serve.  Unlike  most  dreamers,  he  had 
the  drive  necessary  to  make  his  dreams 
come  true.  As  long  as  MCV  endures,  the 
buildings  he  planned  and  created  will 
stand  as  a  lasting  tribute  to  a  gifted  and 
dedicated  man.

Dr.  William  Thomas  Sanger  was 
pleased  no  end  on  June  29  during  his  last 
few  days  as  President  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  when  his  friends  honored 
him  and  his  inspiring  helpmate,  Mrs.  Syl- 
via Burns  Sanger,  with  a  dinner  party  at 
The  Commonwealth  Club  in  Richmond. 
General  Tompkins,  Comptroller  of  the 
College,  set  up  all  the  arrangements  in 
his  usual  efficient  fashion.  Mr.  Buford 
Scott,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Visitors, 
was  a  perfect  presiding  officer.  Everyone 
had  a  good  time — the  food  was  good  and 
the  speeches  were  short  but  to  the  point. 
For  example,  Mr.  Samuel  M.  Bemiss, 
President  of  the  MCV  Foundation,  said 
in  part:  "Thirty-one  years  ago  a  dedicated 
man  from  the  mountains  of  Virginia  came 
to  our  struggling,  impoverished  medical 
college.  By  his  own  confession,  he  was 
born  equal  to  the  rest  of  us  in  that  at 
birth  he  was  endowed  with  24  hours  in 
every  day.  I  can  multiply  that  24  hours 
by  365  days  by  31  years  and  suggest  to  you 
a  measure  of  that  God-given  endowment 
which  he  has  lavished  on  us.  I  can  relate 
facts  to  show  how,  with  that  endowed 
wealth,  he  has  enriched  our  State  and  our 
Southland.  It  is  a  thrilling  story.  It  is  a 
success  story.  Its  repetition  is  not  neces- 
sary here.  I  simply  bid  you  to  behold  the 
handiwork  of  that  man.  I  bid  you  to  be 
mindful  that  your  college  has  become  one 
of  the  very  great  scientific  schools  of  the 
land,  that  its  research  attracts  world  at- 
tention, and  that  its  influence  for  human 
health  and  happiness  extends  to  every 
home.  I  bid  you  to  remember  the  great 
teachers  and  the  generous  citizens  who 
have  constituted  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  team  and,  I  might  add,  who  in- 
spired a  great  quarterback .  He 

will  be  succeeded  by  his  own  able  'boys' — 
educated  here,  trained  here,  inspired  here. 
He  will  go  to  a  new  position  of  greater 
usefulness  created  by  our  Board  of  Visi- 
tors with  the  approval  of  the  Governor 


of  Virginia  and  the  legislature.  He  will 
adorn  that  position  with  all  of  his  vital 
energy  and  the  majesty  of  his  experience 
— God  bless  him." 

Then  said  Mr.  Eppa  Hunton,  IV,  Chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors:  "Doctor  Sanger,  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Visitors  desire  to 
express  to  you  their  deep  appreciation  for 
all  you  have  done  for  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  and  to  give  to  you  and  Mrs. 
Sanger  this  token  of  their  respect,  admira- 
tion and  affection  for  you  on  the  occasion 
of  your  retirement  as  President.  I  am  re- 
minded, however,  of  the  custom  of  giving 
presents  to  newborn  babies  to  welcome 
them  into  this  world  and  so,  instead  of 
this  silver  being  presented  to  you  as  retir- 
ing President,  I  prefer  that  it  be  a  gift 
of  welcome  to  our  baby  Chancellor,  the 
first  ever  born  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia.  May  you  live  long  and  prosper 
and  may  God  bless  you."  The  chest  of 
flat  silver  was  impressive  and  so  were  the 
handsome  antique  silver  pitcher  and  tray 
subsequently  presented  to  Doctor  and  Mrs. 
Sanger  by  Doctor  Smith  on  behalf  of  the 
professional  staff  of  the  College.  Even 
more  so,  however,  to  the  retiring  boss 
was  a  piece  of  silver  among  the  flat  kind 
which  fitted  in  perfectly  with  Mr.  Hun- 
ton's  remarks — a  silver  teething  "ring" 
with  a  blue  ribbon  on  it.  It  was  Mrs.  Hun- 
ton's  idea.  Doctor  Sanger  referred  to  it 
humorously  in  his  short  talk  at  the  close 
of  the  party.  He  now  has  it  in  the  top 


drawer  of  his  desk  in  his  new  office  and 
chuckles  every  time  he  picks  it  up.  A  pic- 
ture in  one  of  the  Richmond  newspapers 
the  next  morning  showed  W.  T.  and 
Sylvia  admiring  the  teething  device.  The 
caption  was  "Dumbbell  for  Doc!" — right 
clever  but  certainly  the  word  "dumbbell" 
and  Dr.  Sanger  don't  go  together  as  we 
shall  proceed  to  point  out.  It  would  take 
a  book  to  do  it  right. 

Nearly  71  years  ago,  Chancellor  Sanger 
was  born  in  Bridgewater,  Virginia.  His 
father  was  a  clergyman  and  his  mother  a 
daughter  of  one.  He  was  awarded  in  due 
course  A.B.,  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from 
Bridgewater  College,  Indiana  University 
and  Clark  University  respectively  and  hon- 
orary degrees  from  seven  institutions  of 
higher  learning.  The  teacher  who  inspired 
him  most  was  Dr.  G.  Stanley  Hall  of 
Clark,  the  famous  psychologist.  While  a 
professor  at  Bridgewater  College,  he  got 
his  luckiest  "break" — he  married  Sylvia 
Gray  Burns  of  Burnsville,  Virginia.  Their 
son,  Julian,  was  born  in  1918  and  is  an 
honor  graduate  of  the  University  of  Rich- 
mond and  Duke  University  Law  School. 
He  was  one  of  the  honored  guests  at  the 
June  29  dinner  party.  From  Doctor  San- 
ger's professorship  at  Bridgewater,  he 
went  to  Harrisonburg  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege (now  Madison  College)  where  he 
became  dean  and  head  of  the  department 
of  education.  He  returned  to  Bridgewater 
in  1919  to  become  the  first  dean  and  pro- 
fessor of  psychology  and  education.  His 
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next  step  along  the  way  was  the  executive 
secretaryship  of  the  Virginia  Education 
Association  and  editor  of  the  Virginia 
Journal  of  Education  from  1921  to  1922. 
Then  he  was  made  secretary  of  the  Vir- 
ginia State  Board  of  Education  and  was 
appointed  President  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  in  1925.  Nobody  sent 
him  any  aspirin  as  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
did  recently  to  Doctor  Smith.  Doctor  San- 
ger surely  could  have  used  it  in  those  first 
shake-down  years. 

Thirty  years  ago,  when  I  was  asked  to 
become  head  of  the  MCV  chemistry  de- 
partment, a  President  of  a  Virginia  col- 
lege advised  me  strongly  not  to  take 
the  job.  "That  institution  will  cease  func- 
tioning within  5  years,"  was  his  farewell 
remark — a  universally  prevalent  one  in 
those  days.  When  I  arrived  on  the  scene, 
anatomy,  bacteriology  pathology  and  bio- 
chemistry were  all  taught  on  the  third 
floor  of  McGuire  Hall.  Practically  all  of 
the  courses  in  the  schools  of  dentistry  and 
pharmacy  and  several  of  them  in  nursing 
were  given  in  the  same  building.  In  addi- 
tion, the  offices  of  the  President  and  the 
Deans  of  three  schools  were  in  McGuire 
Hall — plus  the  business  office  for  the  col- 
lege and  the  library — and  in  those  days 
there  were  only  three  floors !  Many  of 
you  will  remember  this.  There  were  6 
buildings  on  the  "campus" — the  Egyptian 
Building,  Virginia  Hospital,  Memorial 
Hospital,  McGuire  Hall,  St.  Philip  Hos- 
pital and  Dooley  Hospital,  with  a  value 
of  a  little  over  a  million  dollars.  All  but 
one  of  these  old  buildings  have  been  re- 
modeled and  23  have  been  added.  The 
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present  plant  value  is  close  to  11  million 
dollars  with  a  replacement  value  based  on 
construction  costs  today  of  about  25  mil- 
lion or  more.  Someone  who  doesn't  know 
what  has  really  happened  at  MCV  in  the 
last  31  years  has  suggested  that  Doctor 
Sanger  be  dubbed  Good  Old  Bricks  and 
Mortar"  but  let's  start  killing  that  one 
right  away  before  it  starts  getting  around ! 
In  the  past  31  years,  the  faculty  has  been 
increased  from  about  200  to  over  600,  the 
operating  budget  of  the  college  division 
from  $194,447  to  $1,769,244  and  of  the 
hospital  division  from  $274,600  to  $7,- 
102,700  and  State  appropriation  from 
$90,500  to  $2,575,604.  There  were  424 
hospital  beds  in  1925-1926,  now  there 
will  soon  be  1,225;  there  were  5  schools 
when  Doctor  Sanger  came  to  MCV,  now 
there  are  1 1  with  students  more  than  dou- 
bled ;  the  college  has  received  grants  and 
gifts  of  almost  fourteen  and  a  half  million 
dollars  since  1925,  $5,074,819  of  which 
came  from  bequests  in  wills;  there  was 
practically  no  investigative  work  under 
way  in  1925  whereas  last  year's  expendi- 
ture in  this  pioneering  field  was  $595,- 
196,  over  half  a  million  dollars!  Hospital 
services  have  been  doubled  and  in  some 
instances  have  been  more  than  trebled. 
"Bricks  and  mortar"  have  always  been 
secondary  in  Doctor  Sanger's  planning  but 
"to  preserve  and  restore  health,  to  seek  the 
cause  and  cure  of  diseases  and  to  educate 
those  who  would  serve  humanity,"  ade- 
quate physical  facilities  are  obviously  im- 
perative. 

From  the  time  Doctor  Sanger  took  over 
as  President  of  MCV,  he  kept  his  eyes 
fixed  on  just  one  star — the  development  of 
a  top-flight  medical  institution.  That  he 
has  done  this  for  his  own  institution  with 
the  help  of  his  team  is  attested  by  the 
fact  that  he  has  been  called  in  ,as  an  of- 
ficial consultant  on  medical,  hospital,  and 
health  problems  in  10  states  since  1945. 
He  has  been  in  at  the  beginning,  often 
as  principal  organizer,  of  many  projects 
in  the  health  field  and  others  not  direct- 
ly related.  Among  them  are  the  following 
"with  credit  due  to  many"  as  W.  T.  puts 
it: — Tompkins-McCaw  Library  tied  in 
with  the  Richmond  Academy  of  Medicine 
building;  West  Virginia  Medical  School 
cooperative  plan;  regional  hospital  plan 
embracing  11  Virginia  hospitals;  Virginia 
Council  on  Health  and  Medical  Care; 
Virginia  Hospital  Construction  Advisory 
Council;  Southern  Regional  Education 
Board;  Council  of  Presidents  of  state-sup- 
ported   institutions    of    higher    learning; 


Richmond  Area  University  Center;  State 
of  Virginia  Division  of  Alcohol  Studies 
and  Rehabilitation;  Richmond  Eye  Hos- 
pital; Baruch  Center  of  Physical  Medicine 
and  the  field  of  physical  medicine  nation- 
ally ;  and  with  the  State  Health  Depart- 
ment— the  Ennion  G.  Williams  Hospital. 
Among  other  projects  he  now  envisions 
are  a  Children's  Health  Center  at  MCV, 
an  Institute  of  Psychiatry,  and  an  Oxford 
don  kind  of  setup  in  the  new  "North 
Campus"  dormitories  where  outstanding 
scholars  would  live  with  students.  He  has 
been  a  leader  in  many  diversified  local 
and  national  organizations  such  as  the 
Westhampton  Citizens  Association,  the 
Richmond  Y.M.C.A.,  Central  Richmond 
Association,  Virginia  Hospital  Associa- 
tion, Virginia  Academy  of  Science,  Vir- 
ginia State  Chamber  of  Commerce,  As- 
sociation of  Virginia  Colleges,  National 
Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers,  Amer- 
ican Cancer  Society,  National  Society  for 
Crippled  Children  and  Adults  and  the 
Southern  Medical  Association.  His  mem- 
berships, publications,  and  honors  are  just 
too  numerous  to  mention. 

Some  of  Chancellor  Sanger's  subtle  se- 
crets of  success  are  that  he  never  misses 
a  chance  to  cooperate  with  others ;  that  he 
realizes  full  well  that  he  didn't  do  the 
job  single-handed  and  so  is  generous  with 
his  commendations;  that  he's  a  "straight- 
shooter"  with  everyone;  and  that  he  has 
been  able  to  permeate  the  whole  institu- 
tion with  his  own  friendly  spirit.  Realizing 
that  MCV  would  never  have  the  resources 
that  many  medical  centers  in  the  country 
enjoy,  he  has  been  wise  in  trying  to  com- 
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In  the  fall  of  1896  (I  have  no  record, 
but  thought  a  record  had  been  made)  there 
was  difficulty  in  getting  cadavers  for  the 
Department  of  Anatomy  for  dissection. 
Dr.  W.  P.  Matthews,  Jr.,  who  was  chair- 
man of  the  anatomical  board  and  our  dem- 
onstrator in  anatomy,  assigned  me  a  job 
(this  was  my  senior  year)  which  I  am 
going  to  report  on  to  you  now. 

A  law  was  passed  in  1884  permitting 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  the 
University  of  Virginia  Department  of 
Medicine  to  claim  for  the  anatomical  de- 
partments any  body  of  an  executed  convict, 
or  of  a  person  dying  in  a  state  mental 
hospital,  when  relatives  or  friends  made 
no  claim  for  the  body. 

Dr.  Matthews  told  me  he  wanted  me  to 
go  to  Waverly  in  Surry  County  and  bring 
back  the  body  of  a  criminal  who  was  to 
be  executed  at  twelve  o'clock  the  next 
day.  He  gave  me  ten  dollars  and  a  pistol 
for  this  errand !  I  was  also  given  proper 
credentials  to  present  for  making  a  claim 
for  the  body  on  behalf  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia.  I  was  told  to  catch 
the  Cannon  Ball  train  which  left  Rich- 
mond at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  and 
which  should  arrive  at  Waverly  at  ten 
o'clock.  I  was  told  a  narrow  gauge  rail- 
road ran  from  Waverly  to  Surry  Court 
House  where  the  execution  was  scheduled. 
On  reaching  Waverly  I  found  this  was 
not  true.  I  inquired  whether  I  could  get 
a  carriage  from  a  livery  stable  and  finally 
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found  a  man  who  would  drive  me  over. 
He  gave  the  poor  horses  all  he  had,  and 
got  me  there  just  a  little  before  twelve 
o'clock.  I  paid  the  driver  $2.50  out  of 
my  $10.00  for  the  trip! 

I  found  the  court  house,  situated  on  a 
beautiful  green  lawn  surrounded  by  trees 
which  looked  to  be  over  a  hundred  years 
old,  most  of  them  oaks.  I  finally  found 
the  sheriff,  as  I  supposed  he  would  be  the 
proper  man  to  contact  since  he  was  in 
charge  of  the  execution.  His  name  was 
Grizzard.  I  showed  him  my  credentials 
and  he  turned  them  over  to  the  Common- 
wealth Attorney  who  was  standing  near 
by.  Neither  one  of  them  was  familiar 
with  the  law  which  permitted  me  to  claim 
the  body  after  execution.  They  argued  and 
argued  because  they  had  never  had  this 
experience  before  and  neither  had  I ! 
Finally,  I  saw  Caleb  West,  whom  I  knew. 
I  told  him  my  mission  and  he  promised  to 
help.  I  had  made  up  my  mind  that  I  was 
going  to  go  back  to  Richmond  with  that 
body  whether  or  no!  By  this  time  during 
the  arguments  they  had  delayed  the  execu- 
tion by  two  hours.  Finally,  they  decided 
to  go  ahead  and  do  the  hanging.  They 
asked  me  if  I  wanted  to  see  it,  and,  of 
course,  I  did.  They  had  made  a  sort  of 
enclosure  of  rough  wooden  slabs  to  screen 
the  condemned  man  from  the  prying  eyes 
of  the  people  who  had  gathered.  Two  or 
three  thousand  people  were  milling  around 
to  try  and  see  the  execution.  The  grave 


was  already  dug  and  ready.  The  con- 
demned man  was  given  an  opportunity 
to  say  a  few  last  words  and  he  exhorted

Dr.  Benjamin  Watkins  Rawles, 
Sr.,  was  born  in  Nansemond  Coun- 
ty, April  19,  1870.

Later 
he  taught  Principles  of  Surgery  at 
the  University  College  of  Medicine 
and  after  the  amalgamation  of  the 
schools  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  his  last  faculty  appoint- 
ment was  Professor  of  Principles  of 
Surgery.  Dr.  Rawles  is  still  engaged 
in  active  practice. 

Dr.  Rawles  married  Sara  Anne 
White  of  Richmond  in  1904.  They 
have  four  sons  and  one  daughter. 
He  is  a  member  of  St.  Paul's  Epis- 
copal Church.

In  contemplating  the  number  of  applica- 
tions and  the  total  number  accepted  there 
is  food  for  thought  for  the  future  in  the 
July  15,  1956  issue  of  the  Charles  Pfizer 
and  Company  "Spectrum": 

"The  United  States  Department  of  De- 
fense then  found  in  a  survey  that  2,000 
adults  and  1,000  teen-age  boys  agreed 
about  the  2  most  desirable  professions. 
Their  preferences,  as  computed  by  a 
weighing  of  choices,  ran:

Lawyer  302  240

There  are  some  differences;  the  youth  of 
the  land  would  rather  be  lawyers  than 
professors,  and  also  hold  radio  and  tele- 
vision announcers  in  high  esteem — higher 
than  school-teachers,  anyway. 

The  editors  of  Science,  contemplating 
with  doubtlessly  perfect  detachment  the 
second  place  held  by  scientists,  mutfer 
that  people  may  not  know  exactly  what  a 
scientist  is,  but  it  "probably  includes  en- 
gineers and  may  even  have  picked  up 
glamor  from  .  .  .  exploits  of  the  tight- 
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lipped  navigators  of  interstellar  space." 

.  .  .  medicine  is  still  honored  among 
the  labors  of  men.  There  is  only  one 
anomaly  to  be  explained.  Hardly  anyone 
is  eager  to  study  medicine  any  more. 

Figures  are  not  readily  obtained,  but 
there  is  a  consensus  that  whereas  in  1936 
there  were  5,  6  and  even  20  applicants 
for  admission  to  a  medical  school  for 
every  1  that  could  be  accepted,  there  are 
today  only  2  or  3.  Within  20  years,  the 
bright  American  boy  (who  still  thinks 
medicine  has  the  greatest  prestige)  has 
come  to  believe:  (1)  It  is  more  sensible 
to  start  earning  a  living  5  years  sooner 
than  to  go  deeply  into  debt,  work  10 
times  as  hard  and  afterward  enjoy  pres- 
tige. (2)  As  long  as  industry  and  gov- 
ernment are  both  intent  on  having  him 
work  for  them,  and  sound  convincingly 
as  if  they  mean  to  compete  for  him,  it 
is  foolhardy  to  turn  one's  back  on  such 
realities.  Just  think!  a  home,  a  wife, 
family,  and  television  set  all  partly  paid 
for.  (3)  The  world  has  changed,  and  in- 
tangibles are  for  dreamers. 

As  the  Dean  of  one  great  medical 
school  has  lately  written,  "The  total  num- 
ber of  applicants  is  still  sufficient  to  fill 
the  classes  of  most  medical  schools  .  .  . 
but  there  is  a  nationwide  need  for  a 
greater  number  of  better-qualified  candi- 
dates .  .  .  Efforts  must  be  made  ...  to  re- 
cruit such  men  and  women  in  competition 
with  other  more  immediately  attractive  and 
far  less  demanding  opportunities." 

School  of  Pharmacy 

The  enrollment,  in  the  school  of  phar- 
macy for  the  1956-57  school  year  will  be 
the  largest  in  the  history  of  this  school. 
Some  270  students,  including  about  50 
seniors,  65  juniors,  75  sophomores  and  80 
freshmen,  will  be  seeking  the  B.S.  degree 
in  pharmacy.  The  junior  class  will  be  the 
largest  junior  class  on  record  as  a  result 
of  the  expanded  facilities  that  enabled  in- 
creased student  capacity  in  the  freshman 
and  sophomore  classes  last  year. 

Including  sophomores  transferring  from 
other  colleges  and  freshmen  from  high 
schools,  about  100  new  faces  are  expected 
in  McGuire  Hall  shortly  after  Labor  Day. 
These  new  students  will  spend  two  days 
in  an  indoctrination  program  designed  to 
familiarize  them  with  the  Medical  College

and  help  them  to  learn  to  know  their 
classmates  and  instructors.  Many  of  these 
students  were  sent  to  us  by  alumni  actively 
engaged  in  pharmacy  throughout  the  State. 
The  continued  support  of  our  alumni  in 
this  regard  is  most  sincerely  appreciated, 
for  pharmacy  can  advance  only  as  long  as 
the  quality  of  the  people  entering  the 
profession  remains  high.  Fortunately,  we 
have  been  able  to  select  many  fine  students 
from  those  applying  for  admission. 

This  year  will  also  mark  the  inaugura- 
tion of  a  graduate  program  leading  to  the 
Ph.D.  degree  in  the  department  of  phar- 
maceutical chemistry.  Thus  far,  six  grad- 
uate students  are  enrolled  for  advanced 
studies  in  this  area,  including  several  who 
are  seeking  the  M.S.  degree.  Several  new 
faculty  members  will  be  on  hand  for  the 
Fall  term.  Dr.  Walter  H.  Hartung  will 
become  the  new  chairman  of  the  depart- 
ment of  chemistry  and  pharmaceutical 
chemistry.  Dr.  John  Andrako,  associate 
professor  of  pharmaceutical  chemistry,  re- 
ported for  duty  on  July  1.  Both  Dr.  Har- 
tung and  Dr.  Andrako  come  to  us  from 
the  University  of  North  Carolina.  Dr. 
Joseph  Krezanoski,  assistant  professor  of 
pharmacy,  replaces  Dr.  John  Boenigk,  who 
left  our  faculty  to  join  the  staff  of  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh.  Dr.  Krezanoski 
recently  received  his  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  California. 

Those  alumni  and  friends  of  the  Col- 
lege who  have  not.  yet  had  the  opportuni- 
ty to  see  the  remodeled  facilities  in  phar- 
macy are  most  cordially  invited  to  visit 
with  us.

Contrary  to  prevailing  impressions,  the 
summer  is  a  busy  time  for  the  faculty  of 
our  dental  school.  Records  of  our  recent 
graduates  have  to  be  completed  and  their 
files  closed.  The  freshman,  sophomore, 
and  junior  class  records  pertaining  to 
promotion  require  long  hours  of  labor. 
Final  academic  transcripts  of  students  ac- 
cepted for  admission  in  the  next  enter- 
ing class  must  be  evaluated.  All  of  our 
equipment  is  subjected  to  an  annual  check- 
up. Teaching  material  is  reviewed  and 
supplemented.  Committees  work  diligently 
on  class,  laboratory,  and  clinic  schedules. 
The  curriculum  is  scrutinized  in  light  of 
recent  experiences.  New  educational  pro- 
grams are  being  planned  for  the  continu- 
ing education  of  practitioners  and  for 
graduate  students  in  dentistry.  Research 
projects  are  pursued  with  more  than  usual 
vigor.  Newly  promoted  juniors  are  intro- 
duced to  their  first  clinical  experiences. 
Our  clinics  operate  in  the  mornings 
through  June  and  July  to  afford  additional 
training  to  juniors  and  seniors.  Then,  in 
August,  our  staff  members  take  off  to  the 
mountains,  rivers,  and  ocean  shores  to 
rest  in  preparation  for  the  strenuous  tasks 
related  to  the  opening  of  a  new  session  in 
September. 

We  plan  to  welcome  80  new  freshmen 
to  our  school  on  September  4th.  This 
will  be  the  largest  entering  class  in  our 
history.  A  record  total  of  254  undergrad- 
uate students  and  two  graduate  students 
will  be  enrolled  for  the  next  academic 
session. 

HOMECOMING  1957  is  scheduled  for 
next  January  28  and  29.  A  program  of 
unusual  merit  has  already  been  arranged 
and  a  capacity  attendance  iz  expected. 

Amid  all  the  excitement  incident  to 
our  activities  here  at  MCV,  we  are  always 
mindful  of  our  alumni.  Our  very  best 
wishes  are  yours,  always.

School  of  Nursing 

In  September,  1953  a  group  of  forty 
students  was  admitted  as  the  first  class 
in  the  newly  developed  four  year  collegi- 
ate program  in  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  School  of  Nursing.  This  new 
program  replaced  the  three  year  diploma 
program  and  the  five  year  degree  pro- 
gram.' The  three  years  that  the  program 
has  been  in  effect  have  been  interesting 
ones   of   experiment  with   a   number   of 
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changes  necessary  to  meet,  many  situations 
almost  impossible  to  anticipate  during  the 
planning  period.  These  years  have  been 
a  real  challenge  to  each  member  of  the 
school  of  nursing  faculty.  The  coopera- 
tion and  understanding  of  faculty  mem- 
bers in  the  Department  of  Basic  Sciences 
as  well  as  those  from  the  University  of 
Richmond  and  Richmond  Professional  In- 
stitute have  been  essential  to  the  success 
of  the  program  and  are  greatly  appre- 
ciated. Invaluable  in  planning  and  ad- 
ministering the  program  has  been  the 
leadership  and  assistance  of  Dr.  Sanger 
who  had  said  many  times  that  one  of  his 
ambitions  was  to  see  the  four  year  degree 
program  in  successful  operation  before 
his  retirement  as  president. 

The  faculty  believes  that  the  new  pro- 
gram is  in  successful  operation  and  that 
the  alumni  will  be  proud  of  its  graduates. 
There  is  every  indication  that  the  program 
is  meeting  a  real  need  in  the  nursing  pro- 
fession and  in  society  as  well.  There  has 
been  a  noticeable  increase  in  interest  and 
in  the  number  of  unusually  well  qualified 
applicants.  Enrollment  has  increased  each 
year,  fifty-two  students  having  been  ad- 
mitted in  1955.  As  a  group,  these  are 
girls  with  excellent  scholastic  ranking  in 
high  school,  with  a  keen  desire  for  a 
college  education  and  with  a  determined 
purpose  to  become  professional  nurses. 
A  variety  of  facilities,  increasing  each 
year  at  our  medical  center,  provide  the 
clinical  experience  essential  to  prepare 
young  graduates  to  meet  the  demands  of 
the  future.  Opportunity  to  observe  and 
practice  in  the  burn  unit,  tumor  clinic, 
research  diet  kitchen,  and  the  soon-to- 
open  Ennion  Williams  Hospital  tubercu- 
losis units  are  a  few  of  the  more  recent 
areas  to  be  utilized. 

To  insure  a  well  rounded  experience 
each  student  now  has  eight  weeks  as- 
signment with  a  local  or  state  public 
health  agency  while  formerly  this  oppor- 
tunity was  open  to  only  a  few  students. 

The  last  five  years  have  seen  a  marked 
increase  in  interest  throughout  the  entire 
country  in  the  National  Student  Nurses 
Association  with  its  affiliated  state  and 
local  organizations.  Three  offices — vice- 
president  of  the  national  association,  pres- 
ident of  the  state  group  and  president  of 
the  district  organization — have  been  held 
by  Medical  College  of  Virginia  students 
in  the  past  two  years.  Participation  in 
such  organizations  has  given  all  students 
added  opportunity  for  both  social  and 
professional  development. 


The  public  is  becoming  increasingly 
aware  of  the  acute  shortage  of  profes- 
sional nurses  in  practically  all  areas  of 
our  nation.  Too  often  we  are  led  to  be- 
lieve that  this  shortage  is  due  to  a  de- 
crease in  the  number  of  students  entering 
schools  of  nursing.  Actually  there  are 
more  student  nurses  today  than  at  any 
other  previous  time  except  during  two 
peak  years  of  World  War  II.  Also  there 
are  more  registered  professional  nurses  In 
our  country  than  ever  before.  The  short- 
age then  is  caused  by  the  greatly  increased 
demand  for  nursing  services  in  many 
new  fields. 

As  long  as  social  and  economic  condi- 
tions continue  as  they  are,  the  medical 
centers  of  our  country  have  an  obligation 
to  prepare  an  increasingly  large  number 
of  professional  nurses.  The  addition  to 
Randolph-Minor  Hall,  which  is  expected 
to  be  started  within  the  year,  will  give 
dormitory  space  for  120  students.  These 
additional  rooms  will  make  possible  the 
admission  of  a  larger  class  of  students. 
You  who  are  alumni  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  are  our  best  recruiters. 
We  earnestly  urge  you  to  assist  in  bring- 
ing to  the  Medical  College  young  people 
who  are  qualified  to  enter  our  new  pro- 
gram. Also  we  want  these  young  people 
to  know  that  scholarship  aid  is  available 
for  those  who  need  financial  assistance. 
Not  only  do  we  urge  you  to  recruit  for 
your  school  but  to  visit  it  and  see  the 
great  progress  that  is  being  made  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia.

Annual  Report  of  President — 
Dr.  William  N.  Hodgkin,  D'12 

It  is  a  pleasure,  fellow  alumni,  to  re- 
port briefly  to  you  on  activities  of  your 
Association  over  the  past  year. 

Meeting  on  two  occasions,  your  Board 
of  Trustees  have  explored  earnestly  and 
exhaustively  many  plans  designed  to  stim- 
ulate an  increase  of  Association  member- 
ship among  our  alumni,  and  have  as  well 
considered  many  projects  which  might 
strengthen  the  institution  to  which  we 
all  are  devoted. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  seen  even 
greater  service  in  called  meetings,  due  to 
events  vitally  affecting  the  functioning  of 
your  organization.  Early  in  the  past  admin- 
istration, the  Association  was  posed  with 
the  loss  of  the  invaluable  services  of  Miss 
Anne  Skinner  as  Executive  Secretary.  Miss 
Skinner  had  for  some  years  lent  her  unique 
aptitudes  and  capacity  to  the  post,  and  had 
endeared  herself  to  all.  So  much  of  whole- 
some enthusiasm  and  growth  was  built 
around  her  winsome  personality  and  rare 
qualities  of  leadership  that  the  loss  was 
a  disturbing  and  definite  blow. 

Mrs.  Mildred  H.  Clark,  who  had  as- 
sisted Miss  Skinner,  took  over  the  duties 
at  the  turn  of  the  year.  Her  thorough 
familiarity  with  all  functioning  of  the  cen- 
tral office  made  possible  a  continuation  of 
affairs  with  practically  no  lost  motion.  In 
her  quietly  efficient  manner,  she  carried 
on  admirably  and  invaluably.  We,  with 
the  entire  Association,  are  gratefully  and 
greatly  indebted  for  her  willing  assump- 
tion of  the  duties. 

In  the  considered  opinion  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  at  its  May  27  meeting,  it  was 
imperative  that  the  central  office  staff  be 
enlarged,  preferably  at  the  top  level  to 
regain  some  of  the  aptitudes  lost  in  the 
resignation  of  Miss  Skinner.  There  was, 
for  instance,  the  editing  of  the  The  Scarab, 
and  a  perfect  freedom  for  travel  to  be 
reckoned.  After  deliberate  survey  of  like- 
ly prospects,  the  Board  of  Trustees  elected 
Miss  Minnie  M.  Franck  Executive  Secre- 
tary, effective  June  1,  1956,  and  it  has 
every  confidence  that  her  selection  will  be 
a  fortunate  one.  Miss  Franck  brings  a 
background  of  journalistic  and  secretarial 
experience  to  the  post,  she  brings  a  charm- 
ing personality  and  zestful  energy — above 
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all,  she  brings  an  obvious  enthusiasm  and 
love  for  the  work. 

Meanwhile,  over  the  stretch  of  arising 
problems  related  to  the  central  office,  the 
various  committees  have  worked  assidu- 
ously and  usual  activities  have  progressed 
smoothly. 

Dr.  E.  L.  Alexander  continued  as  head 
of  the  committee  to  recommend  new  proj- 
ects in  stimulating  closer  ties  and  height- 
ened enthusiasm.  The  committee's  think- 
ing appears  to  point  in  the  direction  of 
biennial  medical  scientific  assemblies, 
somewhat  after  the  pattern  of  the  success- 
ful dental  alumni  homecoming,  with  pro- 
jected similar  programs  for  pharmacy  and 
nursing. 

Dr.  Donald  S.  Daniel,  as  chairman  of 
the  Dormitory  Committee,  has  directed 
consideration  of  the  possible  participa- 
tion of  the  Association  in  a  student  dormi- 
tory to  relieve  the  acute  housing  problem 
at  M.C.V.,  perhaps  meshing  in  with  the 
master  planning  and  imminent  construc- 
tion by  the  institution. 

Dr.  Kenneth  J.  Cherry  deserves  our 
especial  thanks  for  his  able  chairmanship 
of  the  Reunion   Committee. 

Successful  chapter  meetings  were  held 
during    the    year    in    Philadelphia,    New 


York,  Washington,  Norfolk,  Roanoke, 
and  Richmond.  Dinners  were  held  in  con- 
nection with  state  meetings  of  Medical 
Societies  of  North  Carolina  and  Virginia 
and  the  Virginia  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation. 

As  president,  we  have  reported  regular- 
ly on  invitation  at  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Visitors. 

Two  noteworthy  projects  found  accom- 
plishment over  the  year.  The  committee 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Miss  Frances 
Gordon  planned  and  managed  a  complete 
and  tasteful  redecoration  of  the  Alumni 
House.  Their  work  was  facilitated 
throughout  by  the  capable  and  interested 
cooperation  of  Mrs.  H.  Hudnall  Ware, 
Jr.  To  both  the  committee  and  to  Mrs. 
Ware  we  express  the  appreciation  of  the 
Association. 

The  motion  picture  depicting  M.C.V. 
activities,  made  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Melvin  C.  Shaffer,  was  completed  in 
time  to  become  a  feature  at  three  chapter 
meetings. 

Of  additional  appreciative  interest  is 
the  institution  of  the  annual  award  of  an 
M.C.V.  chair  by  the  Philadelphia  Chapter 
to  a  student  selected  under  outlined  cri- 
teria.

Report  of  the  Secretary 

Mr.  President,  and  fellow  alumni  of 
the  Medical  College.  I  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  make  a  brief  report 
on  some  items  of  interest  to  the  members 
of  the  Alumni  Association. 

Last  year  at  this  time  there  were  1,470 
active  members  of  this  association.  Today 
there  are  1,325  members.  For  the  calendar 
year  1954  there  were  1,785  members. 
Total  membership  in  1955  was  1,661,  a 
decrease  of  124  members.  Membership 
figures  indicate  that  1954  was  a  record 
year.  This  was  undoubtedly  the  result  of 
a  membership  drive  in  one  of  the  schools 
of  the  College  and  the  untiring  efforts  of 
Mr.  G.  F.  Hendley,  who  was  primarily 
responsible  for  a  large  increase  in  mem- 
bership from  alumni  of  the  School  of 
Pharmacy.  Membership  drives  were  not 
conducted  during  1955.  It  would  appear 
that  the  practice  of  conducting  member- 
bership  campaigns  in  the  various  schools 
should  be  revived  to  create  greater  inter- 
est in  the  Alumni  Association. 

Recently  representatives  from  the  Alum- 
ni Association  spoke  to  members  of  the 
graduating  classes  at  which  time  the  ac- 
tivities, interests  and  services  of  this  as- 
sociation were  explained  to  the  students. 
From  the  favorable  response  to  these  meet- 
ings it  would  appear  that  the  senior  stu- 
dents should  be  informed  each  year  of 
the  many  facets  of  our  association. 

During  the  past  year  the  administrative 
organization  of  this  association  experi- 
enced a  major  change.  On  September  26, 
1955,  Miss  Anne  Skinner  notified  the  Ex- 
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ecutive  Committee  of  her  desire  to  resign 
as  Executive  Secretary.  This  distressing  an- 
nouncement came  as  a  complete  surprise. 
Miss  Skinner's  resignation  became  effec- 
tive on  December  15,  1955.  Many  of  you 
know  that  on  December  28  of  the  same 
year  Miss  Skinner  and  Mr.  Curtis  Not- 
tingham, past  president  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  were  married  and  now  reside 
in  Williamsburg,  Virginia.  On  January 
13,  1956,  the  Board  of  Trustees  formally 
accepted  with  much  sorrow  Mrs.  Notting- 
ham's resignation  and  officially  made  her 
an  honorary  member  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation. At  the  January  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  secure  an  Executive  Secretary 
and  an  editor  for  our  official  publication, 
The  Scarab.  Mrs.  Mildred  Clark  was  ap- 
pointed Executive  Secretary  and  Mrs.  Cur- 
tis Nottingham  was  asked  to  assume  re- 
sponsibility for  The  Scarab. 

With  the  War  Memorial  Alumni  Build- 
ing free  of  debt  and  recently  redecorated, 
your  association  is  now  in  a  position  to 
serve  in  a  more  effective  manner  the  alum- 
ni, students,  and  College.  It  is  hoped  that 
next  year  your  secretary  will  be  able  to 
report  increased  interest  and  participation 
in  the  many  activities  of  your  association.

Report  of  the  Treasurer 

For  the  calendar  year  1955  the  Alumni 
Association's  Operating  Account  showed 
an  excess  of  expense  over  income  in  the 
amount  of  $3,521.99  after  giving  effect 
to  depreciation  of  $275.96  and  transfer 
of  $9,856.50  to  the  Special  Account.  This 
excess  expenditure  is  attributable  entirely 
to  a  transfer  of  monies  to  the  Special  Fund 
to  liquidate  the  first  mortgage  note  of  $9,- 
000.00. 

The  operating  results  of  the  Special 
Fund  showed  income  in  excess  of  expense 
of  $8,730.20  after  taking  into  account  the 
transfer  of  $9,856.50  from  the  Operating 
Account  and  giving  effect  to  depreciation 
of  $1,533.53  on  building  and  equipment. 

Memberships  for  the  year  accounted 
for  income  of  $14,578.00  and  contribu- 
tions over  the  amount  of  $10.00  dues 
amounted  to  $4,560.50. 

The  surplus  from  sales  of  M.C.V. 
chairs,  china,  trays,  glasses  and  baskets 
amounted  to  $907.03. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Association 
had  assets  (cash  and  equipment)  of  $17,- 
057.46  exclusive  of  the  Alumni  House

Since  February  Chapter  meetings  have 
been  held  in  New  York,  Washington, 
Roanoke,  and  Richmond.  An  alumni  meet- 
ing was  also  held  during  the  convention 


of  the  Medical  Society  of  North  Caro- 
lina. The  movie  of  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  was  shown  in  Washington, 
Roanoke,  and  North  Carolina.  The  revised 
edition  will  also  be  shown  at  the  Alumni 
Banquet. 

We  should  like  to  thank  Dr.  Sanger, 
Dr.  Smith,  Dr.  Haag,  Miss  Nicholson, 
and  Dr.  Hodgkin  for  attending  these  vari- 
ous meetings. 

The  redecoration  of  the  main  floor  of 
the  Alumni  House,  as  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  is  now  completed.  The 
front  room  has  been  furnished  as  a  formal 
living  room  for  which  new  furniture  was 
purchased.  The  back  room,  using  the 
furniture  we  already  had,  is  an  informal 
room.  New  draperies  and  a  rug  were 
added  to  the  executive  secretary's  office. 
A  rubber  tile  floor,  new  doors,  and  a 
scenic  wallpaper  panel  enhance  the  en- 
trance hall.  The  entire  first  floor  has  been 
repainted.  A  small  kitchen  has  also  been 
installed.  We  are  sure  that  you  will  agree 
it  is  much  more  attractive  and  appropriate 
for  alumni  functions.

his  brethren  not  to  follow  in  his  footsteps 
in  the  path  of  evil  and  wind  up  in  the 
predicament  he  was  in.  The  mask  was  then 
put  over  his  face  and  trap  sprung.  The 
body  was  taken  down,  put  into  the  rough 
wooden  coffin,  put  on  carpenter's  horses 
out  on  the  green,  with  the  lid  nailed  down 
tight.  People  began  to  leave  and  finally 
there  was  no  one  left  but  the  sheriff  and 
myself.  He  started  to  walk  away  and  I 
followed  him,  still  asking  about  securing 
the  body.  He  slapped  me  on  the  shoulder 
and  said  he  had  decided  to  let  me  have 
it,  that  he  could  put  the  body  in  the  city 
jail  till  I  made  arrangements  for  transpor- 
tation. I  told  him  I  would  take  care  of  that 
part  of  it. 

Then  my  troubles  really  began ! !  How 
to  get  that  body  out  of  the  coffin,  how  to 
take  it  to  Richmond,  and  how  to  get  it 
all  done  for  what  was  left  of  my  ten  dol- 
lars. There  was  a  small  country  store  at 
the  edge  of  the  courthouse  green  so  I 
went  over  there  to  see  what  I  could  find. 
I  found  an  empty  kerosene  barrel  (they 
were  large  in  those  days)  for  which  I  paid 
fifty  cents,  knocked  the  top  hoop  off  and 
got  the  barrel  head  off.  I  rolled  the  barrel 
over  to  the  coffin,  and  pried  up  all  the 
nails  in  the  lid.  Some  friends  of  Mr. 
West's  helped  me  to  get  the  body  into 
the  barrel.  (By  this  time  all  of  the  watch- 
ers had  gotten  from  the  place  rather  quick- 
ly) .  I  had  only  two  or  three  hours  to  get 
to  Stony  Creek  and  get  the  barrel  expressed 
back  to  Richmond.  After  looking  around 
for  transportation  I  found  an  old  man 
with  a  shay  and  he  promised  to  cart  me 
and  the  body  to  the  station  for  $2.00. 

I  got  to  the  Stony  Creek  station  just  as 
the  train  was  due  in  but  fortunately  for 
me  it  was  running  late.  I  found  the  sta- 
tion agent  and  told  him  I  wanted  the 
barrel  to  go  by  express  on  the  train  with 
me  as  it  must  be  in  Richmond  that  day. 
He  asked  me  what  was  in  it  and  I  told 
him,  "Mark  it  merchandise."  I  gave  him 
money  for  the  express  and  for  my  ticket, 
out  of  my  last  five  dollars  from  the  ten 
and  was  so  excited  I  forgot  the  change 
and  had  to  go  back  again  after  it.  I 
watched  to  see  that  my  barrel  was  put  on 
the  train  and  then  hopped  aboard  and 
was  back  in  Richmond  by  seven  o'clock 
that  night  and  I  still  had  $2.50  of  the 
original  ten  dollars  in  my  pocket. 

The  next  morning  I  reported  to  Doctor 
Matthews  on  the  trip,  and  the  body  was 
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duly  delivered  in  its  barrel.  I  was  told 
later  that  when  the  express  company 
delivered  the  barrel  they  dropped  it  and 
the  corpse  rolled  out,  but  I  did  not  see 
this  myself.

pensate  for  this  by  emphasizing  distinc- 
tive and  unique  features.  He  has  always 
been  anxious  to  have  at  least  two  or  three 
of  the  most  outstanding  departments  in 
the  country.  He  has  been  a  "dreamer  of 
dreams  and  has  built  foundations  under 
them." 

Doctor  Sanger  probably  holds  the  record 
for  hobbies  in  the  nation — peonies,  Colo 
nial  Virginia  architecture,  lilacs,  cheese3 
alcoholism,  wildflowers,  pigs,  psychiatry 
narcissus  and  jonquils,  boxwoods,  sheep 
azaleas,  antique  furniture,  cattle  and  sym 
phonic  music,  to  name  a  few.
